The condition of the Genoral this 
evening is still considered precarious, 
but the success with which he battled 
this afternoon was the foundation of 
new hopes for his ultimate recovery.

Mr. O Brien expressed the hope that

An Opinion Adverse to the Appellant 
Which Virtually Makes the 
Ex-Governocr a 
Pauper. 


The celebrated case of Pico vs. Cohn has 
been decided at last and the judgment 
muststand as final, The Supreme Court 
has ruled affirming the decision of the 
lower court and the verdict given the de- 
fendant. The decision in ¢he case arrived 
yesterday at the office of the deputy elerk 
of the Supreme Court in thiscity and is 
given in full below. itis a rather remark- 
able and anomalous document of its kind. 
The phraseology used ia notthe same as 
that which ordinarily prevails in Sua- 
preme Court Truiings. The decision is by 
Chief Justice Beatty, Justices MoFar- 
land, Sharpstein and Paterson concurring. 
It is as follows: 

THE DECISION. 
In Bank—Pio Pico appellant vs. Cohn, ad- 
ministratop et al respondents. 

Thisisa suit in equity to vacate and 
amend a final decree in another action be- 
tween the same parties on the ground that 
it was procured by fraud. 

The Superior Court sustained a demurrer 
to the complaint and thereupon gave judg- 
men. for the defendants from which the 
plaintiff appeals. The principal question 
presented by the appeal, and the only 
question we find it necessary to consider, is 
whether the complaint, taken as true, 
presents acase entitling the plaintiff to the 
relief demanded, or any relief. 

it is alleged that in April, 1883, the plain- 
tiff wasthe owner of scverai parcels of 
real-estate in Los Angeles, then worth 
over $200,000 and of still greater value now; 
that ope parcel of the land had been sold 
under a decree of foreciosure, and the time 
for redemption was about to expire; that 
there were other pressing liens upon the 
whole pruoperty, amounting with the auim 
necessary to redeem the pareel sold, to 
about 262,000 as then éstimated ; that piaint. ff 
Was auxiously endeavoring w raise money to 
effect such redemption and save his property 
from sacrifice; that one 1». Cohn, since de- 
ceased, Whose administrator is the principal 
defendant herein, offered te loan him, and 
did joau the necessary sum, taking for se- 
curity a grant absolute in terms of the en- 
cumbered property. The consideration ex- 
pressed in the deed was the exact sum at 
which the liens and encumbrances ou the 
land was estimated, $62.00; the vaiue of the 
land was, as above stated, over $200,000, 

Within a month ortwo after the execu- 
tion of bis deed plaintiff tendered Cobn 
$65,000, and demanded a recunveyance, 
which was refused, whereupon he coi- 
meuced an action to cowpel a reconvey- 
ance, alieging in hiscompiaint that bis graut 
to Cohn was In fact a muriguge to secure a 
loan. Cohn answered, aliezing that the 
tr nsaction was an absolute sale. Upon a 
trial of this issue the Superior Court found 
for the plaintif?’ and decreed a reconvey- 
ance upon paymentoft €103,000—this being 
the ainvunt vorgin ndvanced by Cohn 
and certain additional sums which he was 
found to bave expended subsequently in the 
compromise asd settlement of other ciaims 
against the property. 

But on motion of the defendants of that 
action the Superior court ordered a new 
trial, unless the plaintiff’ consent to a 
modification of the findings and decree 
aiding $55,000, to the amount to be paid de- 
tendants upon reconveyance of the ijand, 
and the plaintiff failing to consent to such 
modification, the order fora new trial was 
made abe: lute, and uson appeal by the 
piaintiff was affirmed by thiscourt (67 Cal; 
258). ‘Thereupon a new trial was had ino 
the Superior Court, bat before a different 
judge, who fvund principal issue 
in favor of the det@scdants, and decreed 
against the right of redemption. From that 
decree and an order debying his motion for 
a new trial the piaintiff agaim appealed to 
this court, where the cecree and order were 
affirmed, (75 Cal., 554) upon the ground 
that the evidence being conflicting the find- 
ing of the lower court couid’ not be dis- 
turbed. 

it is to annul the decree so affirmed that 
the present «ction is brought, and the fraud 
by which it was pr cured is shown by al.ega- 
tions, in substance as fo.lowa: At the date 
of the original transaction with Cohn, 
Pico was an oid man, over 80 years 
of age, unable to speak or understand the 
English language, uuused to compiicated 
Statements or accounts, easily deceived, ana 
in great distress and trouble regarding bis 
business affairs He confided in Cohn, 
relied upon him implicitly, and dt his so- 
licitation abstained from consulting his 
usual legal advisers. ~ln the conduct of the 
neg tiations with Cohn the only other per- 
sou present was one Pancho Johnsen, wiio 
knew everything that took piace, and well 
knew that the transaction wasa loan and 
not a purchase and conveyance absolute, 
and shortly after the execution of the deed 
so stated in the presence of Pico’s attorneys 
and numerous Oller persons. Reliving on 
Jobnson’s Kuowledge of the transaction and 
his statements concerning it Pico called 
bim as a witnesson the firat trial of the 
action to redeem, when, instead of testi- 
fying that the traveaction was a loan and 
mortage, he testified that it was a sale and 
absulute conveyance, but in spite of his ad- 
verse testimony, the court, as above shown. 
found for the plaintiff. Before the cause 


came in for trial a second time 
Johnson was dead but his testi- 
mony, as given in the first trial, 


bad been reduced to writing and wison file 
among the papers in thecase. Plaintiff and 


| his counsel knew that this testimony was 


false in its general statement to the ef- 
fect that the conveyance to Cohn was abso- 
lute, and they suspected that Cohn had 
bribed the witness to so testify, but they 
had no evidence of such bribery, although 
they had used the utinost diligence to dis- 
cover it. 

Upon mature deliberation they decided at 
the second trial to put in evidence the writ- 
ten transcript of Johnson’s testimony at the 
firat trial. Among their reasons for doing 
so were the following: Other testimony in 
the case showed that Johnson was present 
during the negotiations between Pico and 
Cohn not oniy as interpreter, but as tne 
particular friend and adviser of the former, 
and counse! fvr plaintiff feared that by 
omitting to offer Jolinson’s testimony the 
would incur the odium of suppressing eyi- 
dence known to exist; wherees by puitin 
it before the court they would have the ad- 
vantage of some facts that they cvuld prové 
by no otber witness—they would have his 
admissiou of other facts inconsistent with 
the theory of sale; the Court would see 
that he was hostile to Pico, and he 
could be contradicted by proof of his state- 
ments made in the presence of others. 
Without going more fuliy into the reasons 
which induced counse! far plaintiff to sub- 
mit the testimony of Johnson to the con- 
sideration of the Courton the second trial 
of the former action we content ourselves 
with saying that the allegations of the 
complaint show that the course pursued by 
them was, under the circumstances, wise 
and proper, if not absolutely necessary. 
But, coutrary to their expectations, the 
Court believed his false testimony, and for 
that reason alone decided against the 
plaintiff, In support of this conclusion the 
complaint sets out the substance of all the 
testimony of Cobn and Pico and in detail 
the material portions of Johnson’s testi- 
mony, from which, with other avertments, 
it appears that but for Johnson’s positive 
perjury aad suppression of the truth the 
judgement here in question would not have 
peen given. This being shown, it is next 
alleged that after the final affirmance of 
that judgment by this Court, picintiff made 
the aiscevery that Cohn had paid Johnson 
#2000 to testify falsely. The particu- 
lars of this bribery and its discovery are 
detailed in the complaint, and show that on 
the very morning that Johnson gave his 
testimony Cohn placed $2000in the hands 
of one Forbes, with directions given in 
Johuson’s presence to pay it to himif he 
testified te an absoiute saie, and that imme- 
diateiy after he hadso testified he "de 
manded and received the money. 

Itis averred, and wetbink sufficiently 
shown, that upon proof of these facts there 
is a reasonapdle certainty that plaintiff 
would upon another trial gain his cause. 
Sach being the case, is plaintiff entitied to

a decree vacating er 


decree on the ground that it was procured 
by fraud? 

After a carefuland extended examina- 
tion of the authorities we are constrained to 
answer this question in the negative. ‘That 
aformer judgment or decree may be set 
aside and annulled for some frauds there 
can be no question but it mustbea fraud 
extrinsic or Collateral tO the questions ex- 
am‘ned and determined in the action. And 
we think it is ‘sBettied beyond — 


versy that a decree will not 
vacated merely because it was ob- 
tained by forged documents or perjured 


testimony. The reason of this rule is that 
there must be an end of litigation, and 
when parties have once submitted a matter 
or have had the opportunity of submitting 
it for investigation and determination, und 
when they have exhausted evéry measure 
for reviewing such determination in the 
same proceeding, it must be 
as finel and conclusive, 
can be shown that the jurisdiction of the 
courthas been imposed upon; or that the 
prevailiog party by some extrinsic or collat- 
eral fraud has prevented a tair submission 
of the controversy. 

What, then, is an extrinsic, or. collateral 
fraud, within the meaning of this rule? 
Among the instances given in the books are 
such as these: Keeping the unsuccessful 
party away from court by false promise, or 
compromise, or purposely keeping him in 
ignorgoce of the stiits; or, where an attor- 
ney fraudulentiy pretends to represent a 
party and connives at his defeat, or being 
regularly employed corruptiy sells his 
clieut’s interest. [{U. 8S. vs. Trockmorton. 
78 U. S., 656, and other authorities cited. | 
In all such instances the unsuccessful party 
is really prevented by fraudulent contriv- 
ance of his adversary from having a trial. 
But when be has a trial he must be 
prepared to meet and expose perjury, then 
andthere. He knows that a false claim or 
defense can be supported in no other way; 
that the very object of the trial is, if pos- 
sible, to ascertain the truth from the con- 
flict of the evidence, and that necessarily 
the truth or falsity of the testimony must be 
determined in deciding the issue. ‘The 
trialis his, opportunity, for making the 
truth appear. If, unfortunately, he fails, 
being overborne by perjured testimony, and 
if he likewise fails to show the injustice 
that has been done him on motion for a 
new trial, and the judgmentis affirmed on 
apveal, he without remedy. The 
wrong in such case is, of 
course, & most grievous one and no 
douot the Legislature and courts would be 
giad to redress it if a rule could be devised 
that would remedy the evil without produc- 
ing mischiefs far worse than t.ie evils to be 
remedied. Kndless litigations, in which 
nothing was ever — determined, would 
be worse than an occasional miscarri. ge of 
justice, and so the rule is that a final jude- 
ment cannot be annulled merely because it 
can be shown to have been based on per- 
jured testimony, for if this couid be done 
once it could be done again and ad in fini- 
tum. 

But counsel for appellant seek to distin- 
= this case from those in which it has 
een held thata judgment will not be set 
aside by reason of its being based on false 
d cuments, or perjured eeereeny. They 
say thatthe fraud committed by Conn was 
the bribing of Johnson; that this was col- 
lateral and intrinsic; that it was not, and 
could not have been the subjectof investi- 
gation at the triai of the original action. 
We do not think that this distinction can 
be maintained. The fraud which Cohn 
committed was the production of perjured 
evidence in support of his defense; the 
means by which heinduced the witness 
to swear falsely was but an incident. It 
may be safely asserted that a witness 
dors not often deliberately perjure 
himself without being induced thereto by 
some fraudulent or corrupt practice on the 
part of him who gets the advantage of the 
perjured testimony. It isa matter of in- 
difference what particular form such cor- 
rupt practice taukes—the evil and the wrong 
isin the perjury which follows. In this 
case the truth of Jehnson’s evidence was 
necessarily drawn in question at the trial 
and determined by the decision of the 
court, and all that has since been discovered 
is another item of testimony bearing on 
that point. We cabnot find any substantial 
ground upon which this case can be dis- 
tinguished from. that of the United States 
vs. C[bhrockmorton, supra. The decision in 
that case has been approved by this Court 
as recently as in re Griffith, 84 Cal., 103. 
The followimg decisions of this court are 
also in point: Allen va. Currey 41 Cal., 321; 
Am indor vs. Mitcheil, 59 Cal., 176. Many 
other authorities to the same effect are cited 
in the brief for respondents. , 
On the other hand, thec se of Laith vs. 
McDonald, 7 Kin., 254, and 12 Kan., 5340, 
directly support the p sition of appellant, 
as dovs the case of Fabrilius vs. Cock, 3 
Burr, 1771. 
The case Verpinack vs. Van Buren, 76 
New York, 247. and Dringer vs. Keceiver, 
etc., 42 N. J. eq., 573, contain expressions 
which seem to tnply the same doc'rine, but 
they do not directly supportit. Other cases 
cited by appe.iant are less in point, 
We thing, on the whole, that it is settled 
by the great weight of authority that plain- 
tuff’s action cannot be maintained and the 
judgment of the Superior Court must be 
affirmed.

THE LAST NATIVE GOVERNOR. 


A Recent Visit to the Home of Pio 
Pico. 

The sun dropped its light caressingly 
down upon the rounded hills which form 
the beautiful background of the pretty little 
town of Whittier, and flooded all the wide 
sweep of plain, as I stepped into a carriage 
on Monday morning and set out, iu com- 
pany with a friend, fora pleasant drive to 
tne-vld home of ex-Gov. Pio Pico. It was 
just the day to fill one with the intoxicating 
jove of iife. The wind blew gently, the 
air had just enough of covluess to set the 
blood astir—it was like old wive—and far 
before us stretched wide ficids and broad 
hichway, while by the ro dside the little 
birds hopped and twittered, ,or saug in the 
leafy bougbs of the pepper and the cedar. 
The crystal water from the hills flowed in 
proad ditches, rippling merrily away, as if 
it knew that it was running to moisten the 
browa earth and carry fruitfulness to the 
svil. 

What a country it is about the little Quak- 
er settiement! ‘he soil is abundantiy fer- 
tiie, and for years bas nourished vast corn- 
fields and le ues of bariey and meadows of 
alfaifa. But of iate orchards and vineyards 
have been planted, and for long distances 
the wayside is bright with orange fruitage 
and large vineyards meet the eye, and acres 
and acres of walnut trees, with their clean- 
limbed trunks, fill the wide perspective. 
From the shipping point of Los Nietos a.one 
scores of carivads of walnuts were shipped 
jast year, beside all the other producis of 
the section. 

Driving out in this direction from Whit- 
tier, it would not bea difficult matter for 
one to fancy that the old Spanish régime 
had again been restored, so many bative 
Californians does one meet, and so many 
are the quaint oid adobes that still linger 
with their tiled roofs and thick brown 
walis. And they do not look out of place 
even in the midst of the new life tnat is 


ought to be permitted to etay. We shail 
miss their picturesque charm when they 
have vanished, aud shall regret their de- 
struction. 

The home of “Don Po,” the last native 
Governor of California, stands upon the 
eastern bank of the New San Gabriel river. 
It is a large, old-time, one-story house, 
stretching out to great length, with the 
wide. sunny veranda upon one side, with its 
backgrouna of thick adobe walis. A small 
frame addition has been made to the front, 
which has pot haif the inviting aspect of 
the ancient adobe. During a recent tlood, 


and sent the full force of \its -wa- 
ters against the soft earth bank, 
a good deal of land was swept away, ana 
crumbled into’the angry flood, and with it 
went one wing of the old Governor's ‘house. 
The house now stands upon the very brink 
of the river, but levees have been bullt be- 
low it to protect the banks from further ip- 

On the remaining three sides there is 

ample space for alfalfa field and orchard, 


crowding them on every hand; and they, 


when the river broke loose from its ola bed |. 


and occasional ced«ra and peppers have 
taken root. The level spaces stretch away 
into the distance, sunny and bright, but are 
net as yet highly cultivated. he corrals 
and sheds are to the left and front of the 
house, which looks somewhat strange to 
American eyes, and yet there is something 
in the quiet rural aspect of the whole pic- 
ture that leads one to feel that such arrange- 
|ment is not out of keeping. 


old gate being always kept open through the 
day. In the yard with the cattle and horses 
was a young Californian, busy with his 
duties, wearing a brvad-brimmed sombrero, 
and in his shirt-sleeves, but none the less a 
gentleman for all that came out to 
greet us and went with us to announce our 
coming to “el Gubernador.”’ 

While»we still sat in, our carriage; the 
Governor, with a friend who acts as an in- 
terpreter, came lightly down the steps and

approached us with a cordial and courteous 
‘wetcome. We hesitated about going into 
the house, as it'was an early hour for call- 
ing, but we were assured that we need not 
hesitite on that ground. So my friend got 
out, and as | followed, the Governor ex- 
tended his band to me with all the courtly 
grace of a far younger cavalier, and assisted 
me to the ground. 

I 1ooked at him with surprise. Could it 
be possible that this fine-looking and erect 
centleman, upon whose pleasant face Time 
has traced hardly a line, whose clear olive 
skin is still fresh and smooth upon his 
cheeks, was verging upon a century of 
years? His step is not heavy; his voice is 
not broken, and his smile is cheery as if he 
had nota care. Yet he is fighting a hard 
battle to hold and secure what he deems his 

ust rights. Once «a man of vast weaith, he 
as lost again and again tions of his 
rincely inheritance, untilin hisold age he 
s almostupon the verge of financial ruin. 
Unable to read English, and speaking and 
reading but the Spiish tongue, he has 
several times signed deeds to large por- 
tions of his property, being (so runs his 
plaint) told by those with whom he was 
dealing that the papers which he was asked 
to sign were not deeds of trust, but simpiy 
mortgages, which he could easily release. 
‘The Governor has great faith in the 
American people. “Tuey have never 
robbed me,” he said, “they have always 
paid for whatI have given them, and IL 
wish you to tell the Americans how 1 feel 
anc how I have been treated, so that they 
will help me, and see that justice is done 
my cause. The matter is in the courts now, 
and it Americans only understand the 
truth of it they will notlet me be wronged.”’ 
[This notable suit has since been. de- 
cided, and the decision, as elsewhere shown, 
is -gainst the venerable ex-Govervor.—Ep.

| Tue Times on Tuesday morning printeu 
the statement of a well-known lawyer to 
the effect thathe had seen Mrs. Hawkins 
upon the street one day last week after she 
had disappeared. The gentieman in ques- 
tion was seen again yesterday aud was even 
more thoroughly convinced than he had 
been on the previous occasion that he had 
seen Mrs. Hawkins Friday morning last- 
To a representative he said: 

*] know the lady quite well by sight, hav- 
ing seen her for the past six years. Friday 
moruing at 9 o’clock last 1 had a case in 
Justice Stanten’s court and I wus guing to 
the courtroom with my client. We passed 


irout of the old Courthouse on the opposite 
side of the street I met Mra. Hawkins, She 
was accompanied by two other ladies, and 
the three were waiking abreast. ‘they oc- 
cupied so much ot the sidewalk that myself 
and my client were forced to separate, he 

iug them on the inside and on ithe 
outside of the sidewalk. 1 am certain as to 
the time I saw ber a:.d Il am morally certain 
that it was the l.dy I saw.” 

When the brothers of Mrs. Hawkins first 

heard of this statement they did not think 
that it could possibiy be their missing sister 
that the attorney saw. ‘They were cunfi- 
dent that he must have been mistaken in 
thinking the lady to be Mrs. Hawkins. — 
’ But yesterday one of the brothers, Joseph 
Schandoney, changed his mind. He now 
believes th.t his sister, Mre., Hawkins, is 
alive, aud that it is pussible that she was in 
the city on Friday last. Itmust be remem- 
bered that at the time she was suppused to 
have seen on Sprivg street the report 
ot bh isappearance had not been made 
public. ‘The gentleman when he saw her 
thought nothing of the matter, but merely 
noting her be passed on, 

She disappeared on Thursday evening 
last and went to.Redondo Beach. She was 
in the hotel at6o’elock on the morning of 
Friday, but disappeared between that Lour 
andSa.m. The Sauia Fé train trom Ke- 
dondo Beach arrives in city 
at 8:29 a m., 680 it was possibie for 
her to have iefi the notel and have 
taken that train for this city. But here is 
auother mystery. She left a good purtion 
of her clothes in ber ro m at the hotel, as 
well as her money. Where did she secure 
sufficient wearing apparel to make a prt- 
sentable appearance upon the street? 

Her brothers state that there existed n° 
motive or reason why she should desire, i: 
she was in ber right mind, to go into hiding. 
‘There is one explanation which might po-- 
sibly be made: The lady was given t« 
walkiug in her sleep. On one occasion her 
sister found her in the pautry sharpening a 
butcher-knife. She was asleep. The sister 
awakened ber and she was greatly sur- 
prised when told of the position she was 
foundin. Itis possible that she left the 


_hotel in one of her sieep-walking tran 


butcertainly as soon as she reached the sur 
she would have been awakened by the 
shock of contact with cold water. It is pus- 
cy | denied that she ever attempted to 
take her life before this. 
As has been before stated, Mrs. Hawkins 
had. considerable wealth in the way of 


she disappeared she wentto ber attorney, 
Will D. Gould, and consulted him in refer-_ 
ance to making ber will, She was accom- 
panied by two lady friends who had more 
to say aboutthe will than Mrs. Hawkins 
did aba the resutt wae did not 
a the document drawn up en that occa- 
sion, 

The theory has been advanced that Mrs. 
Hawkins being ina peculiar condition of 


mind, has probably gone into hiding for a 


time to ascertain how her relatives feel and 
act over her disappearance. ‘To be sure bo 
woman in ber sane mind would do such a 
thing asthis. While Mrs. Hawkins was in 
no sense of the word crazy, still it is ad- 


session of her mental faculties. 

If she has gore into hiding she certainly 
had a well-defiued, well-arranged plan to 
deceive, everyone. In this connection it 
should also be remembered that peopie who 
are not in their right mind frequently lay 
pians with remarkable skill, sagacity and 
shrewdness. 

The search for the missing woman is 
still being vigorously. pushed, and if she 
has committed suicide the chances are that 
evidences of her self-destruction will be 
brought to light within a few days.

THE PUPPY OF COmMERCE. 


Experimenting in Opium Production 
in Southern California. 

An Englishman by the name of Gilmore, 
formeriy in the government service in 
India, inthe opium department, is experi- 
menting with the poppy in this State—at 
Indio, on the desert, and at Duarte, in this 
county, and believes that he can produce 
opium here of fine quality and with much 
less trouble thanit can be produced any-

The purpose ofthe meeting was to dis- 
cuss water rates and a report from the 
Water Cummitiee wasexpected.

| “WITH A JAG ON,” . 
Our Exhibit in Chicago—How the 
Natives View the Show. 

In the course of a letter to the editor 
of Tue Times Major Truman writes 
from Chicago: 

“If each of the four counties would 
send, say each week, one or two caul- 
iflower, afew green peas, a banana 
blossom, from four to ten tomatoes, a 
radish or two, it would aggregate a: 
immense advertisement. Here we are 
at zero, and Hanchette’s twenty-pound 
cauliflower, ten big tomatoes, forty- 
nine spuds dug in January, eighteen 
immense oranges from Duarte, green 
peas and string beans, set visitors 
wild. Of course I am also getting 
some nice oranges and lemons from 
San Diego and Orange, but what I 
want is a very little every week from 
each county, but that little verybig. 
still have apples that look 
well that came here the Ist 
of October from Orange and 
San Diego counties, while the dried 
fruits from San Bernardino are a won- 
der. My big squashes, watermelons, 
quinces and pears have given up the 
ghost, but, on the whole, the exhibit is 
far finer than ever. I ought to have a 
few fine limes and lemons and oranges 
every week, a few. Limes dry up in 
about six days, lemons (on the plate) 
and oranges in avout from ten to 
to twelve, It isthe artificial heat that 
does it, although I keep the room as 
cool as I dare to—am now writing 
with my overcoat on. If San Diego 
and San Bernardino would send a box 
or two'of something week, just 
as Messrs. Hanchette and Bundy do, it 
would be better for them—just a little, 
you know. A cauliflower wiil remain 
white and nice from six to eight days; 
five or ten cents worth of green peus 
will make aplateful, and keep nice 
for six or seven days. San 
Diego, Orange and Los Angeles coun- 
ties have al) sent limes, lemons and 
oranges since January 26, and they all 
look well. But every once in a while 
Hanchette works ip a radish, a hand- 
ful of green peas or string beans, 
from one to six cauliflowers, (one from 
each county would do,) some pew 
tomatoes, and the way they catch on 
with the thermometer at zero would 
knock the stuffing out of a kodac. Of 
course I don’t know how many people 
come out there after seeing the exhibit, 
but they leave the hall with a stunning 
jag of Southern California on.”’

Business Dull in the Superior 
Courts. 


INDISPOSITION OF TWO JUDGES. 


The Palma Trial In Department One 


~—Taylor and O'Brien—The 
Case for the Prosecu~ - 
tion Closed. 


At present there is but little going on in 
the Superior Courts of general interest. In 
two departmetits, owing to the indisposi- 
tion of the judges, no business is being 
transacted. In the other four departments 
business is being disposed of daily, but no 
cases are arising which are of general in- 
terest or importance. 

The trial of Louis Palma in Department 
One was continued yesterday. Palma is 
charged with assaulting E. Donato with in- 
tent to commit murder. The testimony 
brought out was merely in substantiation of 
the story of the shooting which bas been 
heretofore printed. The prosecution has all 
of its evidence in and the defense has com- 
menced the introduction of testimony. 

Io Departinent ‘I'wo vefore Judge Clark 
the case of D. Elisworth against the Gallup 
Coal Company is in progress. The plain- 
tiff wants $50,000 for breach of contract. 
He had ap agreement with the defendant 
company to handle their coal in this city 
for a period of ten years. lo 1588 the com- 
pany retused to ship him any more coal, 
and the result wasa violation of contract. 
The trial of the case will last several days. 

The important case of the Arroyo Ditch 
and Water Company against E. J. Stanailee 
has been settled, and Mr. Standlee is vindi- 
cated. The jury returned a verdict in his 
favor and he paid the witneas fees, $24. He 
was sued fur $21 due on a water bill. 

The examination of Jacob 5, Taylor on a 
charge of perjury was continued before 
Justice Stanton yesterday. The prosecu- 
tion rested, andin the afternoon the de- 
fendant’s attorneys made a motion that the 
charge be dismissed. The motion was over- 
ruled, and the introduction of testimony 
commenced for the detense. 

The first witness sworn testified that he 
was introduced to Jessie Marshal on the 
Penesquites ranch in September of 1888 by 
Dennis O’Brien. This is a direct contra- 
diction of what Jessie swore to in the dam- 
age suit. The examination is not yet con- 
cluded.

OUR WAYWARD LITTLE SISTER, 


AX\\number of citizens of Pomona 
haveWeld an indignation meeting in 
that@rity and ‘‘whereas’ed’’ to the 
effect that Los Angeles has acted in o 
selfish and unworthy manner in op- 
posing the segregation of Pomona 
county; that if such nefarious conduct 
is persisted in there is imminent dan- 
ger of a disastrous rupture of the 
entente cordiale between the vales of 
San Jdésé and Los Angeles, and that 
all fair-minded Angelefios ofght to’ 
agree at once to let Pomona go, in or- 
der that harmony may once more pre- 
vail and impending chaos be averted. 

Now, we have no means of knowing 
that this meeting at the Pomona opera 
house represented the sentiment of the 
citizens of the proposed new county 
any more fully than the three tailors 
of Tooley street did the Bristol people. 
As a fact, we do not believe that ten 
per cent. of the citizens of the pro- 
posed county, outside of the proposed 
county seat, desire the formation of a 
new political division. Of course the city 
of Pomona expects direct benefits, which 
would overbalance the increase in tax- 
ation, so that a preponderance of sen- 
timent there in favor of segregation 
probably exists and is comprehensible. 
As to the farmers in the surrounding 
country, however, tltey are known to 
be overwhelmingly againstany present 
increase in expenses, such as would re- 
sult from the formation of a new 
county. 

But, even if the meeting in question 
did fully represent the proposed new 
county, it does not by any means fol- 
low that Los Angeles is in duty bound 
to acquiesce in that expression of senti- 
ment without a murmur. Because a 
dog’s tail wags, it is not incumbent on 
the body to commence gyrating. If a 
man bas a boil on his leg, be does not 
have his leg amputated, but tries to 
cure the boil. ) 

Pomona is evidently in a boiling con- 
dition, just at present—tnat is, a cer- 
tain ambitious band of ber citizens are, 
and théy find willing representation in 
the local press, which sees fat things 


ahead in the shape of county 
printing contracts. Pomona will 
cool down, by and by, and. will 


then be very grateful to Los Angeles 
for refusing to let her have her own 
way. Just think of it! Sueb a little 
child, and wants to go. off all by her- 
self! Why, Pomona, you are only eight 
years old! The idea of leaving your 
elder sister and going off ‘‘on your own 
hook” at that tender age is prepos- 
terous. We think far too much of you 
to let you attempt it. When you are 
“growed up” then—well, we will see, 
but at present—basta! By St. Murchi- 
son, it cannot be! 


A LEGISLATIVE EPIDEMIC, 


In some inexplicable manner, a boy- 
cott sentiment appears to. have ob- 
tained possessivu of the legislatures of 
the country. One after another, State 
legislatures to the number of a dozen 
or more, have passed _ resolutions 
threatening lack of participation in 
the World’s Fair in case the force bill 
should become alaw. Now the legis- 
latures of Colorado and Nevada have 
started a similar movement in con- 
nection with the silver bill, resolutions 
having been introduced in both legis- 
latures censuring the Chicago Board 
of Trade for petitioning Congress not 
to pass a free coinage act, and advis- 
ing that no part be taken by the State 
in the World’s Fair. As the trades 
unions also threaten to boycott the 
fair unless the demands of union labor 
are fully recognized, it looks as if the 
great show would have ahard time of 
it, unless better sense prevails. 

Such exhibitions of puerile spite as 
these are painfulin the extreme for all 
sensible men to contemplate. From 
past experience, we have perhaps no 
right to expect anything better from 
the unions, which are nothing if not 
extreme, but for State legislatures to 
iend themselves to such silly attempts 
at bulldozing—to refuse to play unleas 
tbey can have the game just their own 
way—is so unreasonable and undigni- 
ied as almost to pass belief. In view 
of such crazy outbursts one may well 
resurrect that time-honored inquiry: 
“Whither are we drifting?’ It only 
remains tor other States to declare that 
they will not participate in the show 
unless the force bill is passed, or if 
free coinage becomes a law, to make 
the sickly comedy complete. 

Let us have an outburst of healthy 
public sentiment throughout the coun- 
try that willsweep aside this nonsense. 
What on earth, or under or above the 
earth, bas silver, or the Federal election 
system, todo with the Columbian ex- 
position at Chicago? Is not each State 
of the Union directly interested in the 
fair? If avy choose to abstain from 
exhibiting, they will certainiy them- 
selves be the chief losers. Enough of 
such folly, it makes the judicious 
grieve. 


SPIRITUALISM, 


The movement on the part of Boston 
men of high standing, including a 
number of clergymen, to investigate 
spiritualism, shows whata bold that 
movement has attained on the people 
ef thiscountry during recent years. 
A sentiment of unrest and inquiry in 
religious matters 1s abroad, aud many 
who gave up the old faith, not desiring 
to become atheists, feeling the craving 
which is implanted in human nature 
ior something to believe in beyond 
what is visible, have taken to 
the, vague and unsatisfuctory cult 


of spiritualism a8 a compromise. 


Times without number, so-called spir- 
ttualistic mediums have been exposed, 
but these exposures do not seem in any 
legree to lessen the confidence of those 
who follow the soothsayers. 

The difficulty with the average per- 


son of good judgment is to compre- 


uend how the spirits of the departed 
can be content, in their manifesta- 
ions, to confine themselves to such 
puerile acts as twanging guitars 
m a dark .cabinet, throwing bou- 
quets-into the laps of persons 
atlending the scance and singing well- 
kiown worldly songs in a voice which 
would scarcely pass muster on earth, 
much less in Heaven. How is it that 
the spirits of the departed great— 


ally couch their communications in 


authors, statesmen and others—gener- | 


\langtifage which would bring a sharp 
reprimand upon the head of a gram- 
‘mar-school boy? Are we to believe 
| that spirits deteriorate after they leave. 
_the body? Surely, as they grow in 
Lacoes, they should also improye in 
grammar, or, at least hot retrégrade; 
while their voices certainly ought not 
‘to become cracked in the ether of illim- 
itable space. 

To the unprejudiced observer it ap- 
pears that, if the spirits of the de- 
parted have the power to strew floweys 
in the laps of luxury, they might also 
occasionally cast a loaf of bread into 
the attic of the starving. If they can 


they not also lift the mortgage from a 
widow’s house? When some such act 
of practical charity has been recorded, 
there will be less indisposition on the 
part of the general public to believethat 
the spirits of the departed can really 
communicate with those who tarry be- 
hind, 

Meanwhile, the investigation by the. 
Boston scientists can do no harn, if it 
accomplishes no good. Whatever the 
report may be. it is not likely—judging 
by past experience—to influence the 
faith of even a handful of spiritualists. 


PIO PICO, 


Southern Californians, and old-timers 
generally, will experience a feeling of 
sorrow when they learn that the ven- 
erable Pio Pico, the last native Gov- 
ernor of the State,and a worthy rep- 
resentative of his race, bas lost the 
lawsuit, upon which his future de- 
pended, and is now absolutely reduced 
to a state of penury. 

Itis probably true that the present con- 
dition of Sefior Picois in great meas- 
ure attributable to bis own indiscretion 
in financial matters; but what of thaty 
It is an indiscretion peculiar to his 
race and early surroundings—an in- 
discretion which is surely more ofa 
virtue than a crime. Brought up, as 
he was, among a people whose first 
tenet was hospitality, who laid 
at the feet of the wayfarer everything 
the house contained, including the 
familv pile of silver, how conid he be 
expected to understand the workings 
of a modern civilization which justi- 
fies every act that is done under cover 
of law, even if it be the eviction of a 
heipiess widow? 

We are always averse to criticising 
the decisions of the legal tribunals of 
the country, but we cannot refrain 
from remarking on the apparent 
anomaly of a decision in favor of a 
defendant, one of whose princi- 
pal witnesses is admittedly a per- 
jurer. However, be the rights or wrongs 
of the case as they may, it is set- 
tled and Pio Pico, the last native Goy- 
ernor of the State of California, a 
Spanish gentleman of the old school, 
who has dispensed princely hospitality 
to thousands of traveling Americans, 
is today practically a pauper. 

What do the American citizens of 
California—the great and wealthy Cal- 
fornia of 1891—think about it? Is not 
seme measure Of relief for the ruined 
man possible?

SECOND PART—(Continued.) 
The Marquesan behvuids with dismay 
the approaching extinction of his race: 
The thought of déath sits down with 
him to meat, and rises with him from 
his bed; he lives and breaths under a 
shadow of mortality awful to support; 
and he is so inured to the apprehension 
that he greets the reality with relief. 
He does not even seek to supporta dis- 
‘appointment; at an affront, at a breach 
of one of his fleeting and communistic 
love affaiis, he seeks an instant refuge 
in the grave. Hanging is now the 
fashion. I heard of three who hanged 
themselves in the west end of Hiva-oa 
during the first half of 1888; but though 
this be acommon form of suicide in 
other parts of the South Seas, I cannot 
think it will continue popular in the 
Marquesas. Far more suitable to 
Marquesan sentiment is the old form 
of poisoning with the fruit ot the eva, 
which offersto the native suicide a 
cruel but deliberate death, and gives 
time for those deeencies of the last 
hour towhich he attaches such re- 
markable importance. ‘The coffin can 
thus be at hand, the pigskilled, the cry 
of the mourners sounding aiready 
through the house; and then it is, and 
not before, that the Marquesan is con- 
scious of achievement, his life all 
rounded in, his robes (like Csesar’s) ad- 
justed for the final act. Praise not 
any man till he is dead, said the an- 
clents; envy not any man till you hear 
the muourpers, Might be the Marquesan 
parody, ‘The coffin, though of late in- 
troduction, strangely engages their 
attention. It is to the mature Marque- 
san what a watch isto tbe European 
schoolboy. For ten years Queen 
Vuekehu had dunned the fathers; at 
last, but the other day, they let her 
have her will, gave her her coffin, and 
the woman’s soul isatrest. I was told 
a droll instance of the force of this pre- 
occupation. The Polvnesiavs are sub- 
ject to a disease seemingly rather of the 
will than of the body. iwas toid the 
Tahitians haye a word for it, erimatua, 


gendarme, M. Nouveau, bas seen men 
beginning to succumb to this insub- 
stantial malady, bas routed them trom 
their houses, turned them on to do 
their trick upon thé roads, and in two 
days bas seen them cured. But this 
other remedy is more original: A Mar- 
quesan, dying of this discouragement 
—perhaps I should rather say this ac- 
quiescence—has been known, at the 
tulfiliment of his crowning wish, on 
the mere sight of that desired hermit- 
age, bis coflin—to revive, recover, 
shake off the pand of death, and be re- 
stored for years to his occupations— 
carving tikis, jet us say, °Or bDraidiug 
old men’s beards. From all this it 
may be conceived how easily they meot 
death when it ‘approaches naturally. 
1 heard one example, grim and pictur- 
esque. In the time of the smal!-pox in 
Hapaa, an old man was seized with the 
disease; he had no thought of recovery; 
bad his grave dug by «a wayside, and 
lived in it for near a fortnight, eating, 
drinking, and smoking with the pass- 
ers-by, talking mostly of his end, and 
equally unconcerned for himseif and 
careless of the friends he in- 
fected. 

This proneness to suicide and loose 
seat in life is not peculiar to the Mar- 
quesan. What is peculiar isthe wide- 
spread depression and acceptance of 
the nationalend. Pleasures are ne- 
glected, the dance languishes, the 
songs are forgotten. It is true that 
some, and perbaps too many, of them 
are proscribed; but many remaia, if 
there were spirit tosupport or revive 
them. At the last feast of the Bastile, 
S anislao Moanatini shed tears when 


he beheld the inanimate per- 
formance of the dancers. When 
the people sang for us in 


Anaho they must apologize for the 
smallness of their repertory, They 
were only young folk present, they said, 
and it was only the old that knew the 
songs. The whole body of Marquesan 
poetry and music was being suffered to 
die out with a single dispirited genera- 
tion. The full import is apparent only 
toone acquainted with other Polynesian 
races; who knows how the Samoan 
coius a fresh song for every trifling in- 
cident, or, who has heard (on Penrynn, 
for instance) a band of little stripling 
maids from eight to twelve keep up 
their minstrelsy for hours upon ua 
stretch, one ae following snother 
without pause. In like manner the 
Marquesan, never industrious, begins 
now to cease altogether from produc- 
tion. The exports of the group decline 
out.of all proportion even with the 
death rate of the islanders. ‘The 
coral waxes, the palm grows, and man 
departs,’’ says the Marquesan, and he 
folds his hands. And surely this is 
nature. Fond as it may appear, we 
labor and refrain, not for the rewards 
of any single lite, but with a timid eye 
upon the lives and memories of our 
successors; and where no one is to suc- 
ceed, of his own family or his own 
tongue, | doubt whetber Rothschilds 
would make money or Cato practise 
virtue. Itis natural also that a tem- 
porary stimulus should sometimes 
rouse the Marquesan from his lethargy. 
Over all the landward share of Anaho 
cotton runs like a wild weed; man or 
woman, whoever comes to pick it, May 
earn a dollar in the day; yet when we 
arrived the trader’s storehouse was en- 
tirely empty; and before we ieft it was 
near full. Soiongas the circus was 
there, 80 long as the Casco was, yet 
anchored in the bay, it behooved every 
one to make his visit; and to this end 
every WOMan Musthave a new dress, 
and every man a shirt and trousers. 
Never before, in Mr. Regier’s experi- 
ante had they displayed so much ac- 
tivity. 

In their despondency there isan ele- 
ment of dread. The fear of ghosts and 
of the dark is very deeply written in 
the mind of the Polynesian, not least 
of the Marquesan. Poor Taipi, the 
chief of Ausaho, was condemned to 
ride to Hatiheu on a moonless night. 
He borrowed a lantern, satalong while 
verving hiwself for the adventure, and 
when he at last departed, wrung the 
Cascos by the hand as fora final sep- 
aration. Certain presences, called 
Vehbineba, frequent and make terrible 
the nocturnal roadside; I was told by 
one they were like s0 much mist, and 
as the traveller walked igto them dis- 
persed and dissipated; another de- 
scribed them as being shaped like men 
and having eyes like cats; from none 
could I obtain the smallestclearness as 
to what they did or wherefore they 
were dreaded. We may be sure at 
least they represent the dead; for the 


q 


are all-pervasive. “When a native 
says that be is a man,’’ writes Dr. 
Coddington, “he means that he is a 
man and not a ghost; not that he is a 
man aid nota beast. The intelligent 
agents ofthis world are to his mind 


| the men who are alive, and the ghosts 


of the men who aredead.”’ Dr. Codding- 
ton speaks of Melanesia; from what 
I have learned. his words 
are equally true of the Volyne- 
sian. And.yet moré. Among cannibal 
Polyesans adreadful suspicion rests 
generaliy on the dead; and the Mar- 
quesans, the greatest cannibals of all, 


scares, likely to be free from.simi- 
lar beliefs. 


I] bazard the guess that 
the Vehinebae are the hungry. spirits 
of the dead, continuing their life’s bus- 
iness of the cannibal ambuscade, and 
lying everywhere unseen, and eager to 

evour the iiving. Another supersti- 
tion 1 picked up through the troubled 
medium of Tair Céffin’s English. ‘Ihe 
dead, he told me, came and danced by 
night around the paepae of their for- 
mer family; the family were therefore 
overcome by s6me emotion (but 
whetber of pious sorrow or of fear I 
could not gather), and must “make a. 
feast,’’ of which fish, pig and popio 
were indespensabie ingredients. So 
far this is clear enough. But, here 
Tari went on to instance the new house 
of Toma and the house-warming feast 
which was just then in preparation as 
instances in point. Dare we indeed 
string them together, and add the case 
of the deserted ruin, as though the 
dead continually beseiged the paepaes 
of the living; were kept at arm’s 
length, even from the first foundation, 
only by propitiatory feasts, and so soon 
as the fire of life went out upon the 
hearth, swarmed back into possession 
of their ancient seat? . 

I speak by guess of these Marguesan 
superstitions. On the cannibal ghost 
i shall return elsewhere with certainty. 
And it is enough, for the present pur- 
pose, to remark that the menof the 
Marquesas, from whatever. rea- 
son, tear and shrink from the presence 
ot ghosts. Conceive how this must 
tell upon the nerves in islands where 
the number of the dead so far exceeds 
that of the living, and the dead multi- 
ply and the living dwindle at so swift 
a rate. Conceive how the remnant 
huddies about the embers of the fire of 
life; even as old red Indians, deserted 
on the march and in the snow, the 
kindly tribe all gone, the last flame 
expiring, and the night around popu- 
lous with wolves. 

We used to admire exceedingly the 
bland and gallant manners of tho chief. 
An elegant guest at table, skiiled in 
the use of knife and fork, a brave fig- 
ure when be shouldered a gun and 
started for the woods after wild chick- 
ens, always serviceable, always ingrat- 
iating and gay. I would sometimes 
wonder where he found his obeerfui- 
ness. He had enough to sober him, I 
thought, in his official budget. His ex- 
penses, for be was always seen attired 
in virgin white, must have by far ex- 
ceeded his income of six dollars in the 
year, or say two shillings a month. 
And he was bimself a man ef no sub- 
stance, his house the poorest in the vil- 
lage. It was currently supposed that 
bis elder brother. Kauanui, must have 
helped him out. But how comes it that 
the elder brother should succeed to the 
family estate,and bea wealthy com- 
moner, aud the younger be a poor man 
and yet rule as chiei in Anaho? That 
the one should be weaithy and the oth- 
er almost indigent is probably to be ex- 

lained by some adoption; for compar- 
atively tew children are brought up in 
the house or succeed to the estates of 
their natural bevetters. That the one 
should bechief instead of the other 
must be explained (in a very Irish fash- 
ion) on the ground that neither of them 
is a chief at all. 

Since the return and the wars of the 
French, many chiefs have been deposed, 
and many so-called chiefs appointed. 
We bave seen, in the same house, one 
such upstart drinking in the company 
ot two such extruded island Bourbons, 
men, whose word a few years ago was 
life and death, now sunk to ba peas- 
ants like their neighbors.. So when the 
French overthrew hereditary ty- 
rants, dubbed the commons of 
the Marquesas free-born citizens~ of 
the republic, and endowed them with a 
vote for a conseiller-general at Tahiti, 
they probably conceived themselves 
upon the path to popularity; and so 
far from thut, they were revolting pub- 
lic sentiment. The deposition of the 
chiefs was perhaps sometimes needful; 
the appointment of others may have 
been needful also; it was at least a 
delicate business. The government of 
George II exiled many Highland mag- 
nates. It never occurred to them to 
manufacture substitutes; and if the 
French have been more bold, we have 
yet to see with what success. 

Our chief at Anaho was always 
called, he always valled himself, Taipi- 
Kikino; and vet that was not his name, 
but only the wand of his false position. 
As soon as he was appointed chief, his 
name—which signified, if 1 remember 
exactly, ‘‘Prince born among flowers’’— 
fell in abeyance, and he was dubbed 
instead by the expressive byword, 
Taipi-Kikino—High-water man-of-no- 
account—or, Englishing more boldly, 
Beggar on horseback—a witty and a 
wicked cut. A nickname in Polynesia 
destroys almost the memory of, the 
original nan.e. Today, if we were 
Polynesians, Gladstone would be no 
more heard of. We should speak of 
and address our NgStor as the Grand 
Old Man, and it/fis so that bimself 
would sign his Correspondence. Not 
‘the prevalence, then, but the signifi- 
cancy of the nickname is to be not d 
here. The new authority began with 
small prestige. Taipi has now been 
some time in office; from all I saw he 
seemed a person very fit. He isnot the 
least unpopular, and yet his power is 
nothing. eis a chief to the French, 
and’ goes to breakfast with the resi- 
dent; but for any practical end of 
chieftaincy, a rag doll were equally 
efficient. 

We had been but three days in 
Anaho when we received the visit of 
the chief of Hatiheu. a man of weight 
and fame, laie leader of awar upon 
the French, late prisoner in Tahiti, 
and the last eater of long pig in Nu- 
kabiva. Not many years have elapsed 
since he was seen striding on the beach 
of Anaho, a dead man’s arm across his 
sboulder. ‘‘Sodoes Kooamua to his 
enemies!” he roared to the passers-by, 
and took a bite from the raw flesh. 
And now behold this gentleman, very 
wisely reponed in office by the French, 
paying us a morning visit in European 
clothes. He was the man of the mest char- 
acter we had yetseen;his manners genial 
and decisive, his person tall, his face 
rugged, astute, formidable, and with a 
certain similarity to Mr. Gladstone’s— 
only for the brownness of the skin, and 
the high chief’s tattooing, all one side 
and much of the other being of ap 
even biue. Further acquaintances in- 
creased our opinion of his sense. He 
viewed the Casco in a manner then 
quite pew to us, examining her lines 
and the running of the gear; to a pjece 
of knitting on which one of the party 
was engaged, he must.have devoted 
ten minutes’ pemees study; nor did he 
desist before he had divined the prin- 
ciples; and he was interested even to 
excitement by a typewriter, which 
he learned to work. When he de- 
parted be carried away with him a list 
of his family, with his own name 


dead, in the minds of the 


rinted by his own band at the bottom. 
f should add that he was plainly much 


of a humorist, and not a little of a 
bumbug. He told us, for instance, 
that he was a person of éxact sobriety; 
such being the obligation of his high 
estate: the commons might be sots, 
but the chief could not stoop so low. 
And not many days after be was to be 


observed io a state of smiling and lop-: 


sided imbecility, the Casco ribbon up- 


side down on bis dishonored bat. 
But. bis business. that morning in 
Anaho is what concerns us bere, e 


devil-fish, ft seems, were growing scarce 
upon the reef; it was judged fit to in- 
terpose what we shouid call a close 
season; for that end, in Polynesia, @ 
tupu has to be declared, and who was 
to deciare it? Taipi might; he ought; 
it was a chief part of his duty; but 
would auy one regard the inbibition of 
a beggar on horseback? He might 
plant palm branches; it did notin the 
least follow that the spot was sacred; 
He might recite the spell; it was 
shrewdly supposed the spirits would 
not hearken. And the old, legitimate 
cannibal must ride over the mountains 
todoitfor him; and the respectable 
official in white clothes could but look 
on did envy. At about the same time, 
though in a different manner, Koouamua 
established a forest law. It was ob- 
served the coca palms were suffering, 
for the plucking of green nuts impov- 
erishes and at last endangers the tree. 
Now, Kooamua could tapu the reef, 
which was public property, but he 
could not tapu other people’s palms; 
and the expedient adopted was inter- 
esting. He tapued his own trees, and 
bis example was .imitated over all 
Hatiheu and Anaho. I fear Taipi 
might have tapued all that he pos- 
sessed and found vone to follow bim. 
We all practise the Alexander limp; 
but Lame Jervis rolls along the road 
unnoted. So much for the esteem in 
which the dignity of an appointed chief 
is beld by olhers; a single circumstance 
will show what he thinks of it himself, 
I never met one but he took an early 
Opportunity to explain his situation. 
True, he was only an appointed chief 
when 1 beheld him; but somewhere 
else, perhaps upon some other isle, he 
was a chieftain by descent; upon which 
ground he asked me (so to say it) to 
excuse his mushreom hopors. 

It will be observed with surprise 

that both these tapus are for thor- 
oughly sensible ends. With surprise, 
I say, because the nature of that in- 
stitution is much misunderstood in 
Europe. It is taken usually in the 
sense of a meaningless or wanton pro- 
xibition, sach as that which today pre- 
vents women in Europe from smoking, 
or yesterday prevented anyone in Scot- 
land from taking a walk on Sunday. 
The error is noless natural than it is 
unjust. The Polynesians bave not 
been trained in the bracing, practical 
thought of ancient Rome; with them 
the idea of law has not been disen- 
gaged from that of morals or propri- 
ety; so that tapu bas to cover the 
whole field, and implies indifferently 
that an act is criminal, immoral, 
against sound public policy, unbecom- 
lug, or (as we say) “not in good form.” 
Many tapus were in consequence ab- 
surd enough, such as those which de- 
leted words out of the language, and 
particularly those which related to 
women. Tapuencircied women upon 
allbands. Many things were forbia- 
den to men; to women we may say 
that few were permitted. They must 
not sit on the paepae; they must not go 
up toit by the stair; they must not eat 
pork; they must not approach a boat; 
they must not cook ata fire which any 
male had kindled. The otber day, 
after the roads were made, it was ob- 
served the women plunged along the 
margin through the bush, and when 
they came to a bridge waded through 
the water; roads and bridges were the 
work of men’s hands, and tapu for the 
foot of women. Even a man’s saddle, 
if the man be native, is a thing no selt- 
respecting lady dares to use. Thus on 
the Anaho side of the island, only two 
white men, Mr. Regler and the gen- 
darme, M. Ausse!l, possess saddles; and 
when a woman has a journey to make, 
she must borrow from one or the otber. 
It will be noticed that these probibi- 
tions tend most of them to an 
increased reserve between the 
sexes. Regard for female chas- 
tity is the usual excuse for these 
disabilities that men delight to lay 
upon their wives and motbers. Here 
the regard is absent; and behold the 
women still bound hand and foot with 
meaningless proprieties! The women 
themselves, who are survivors of the 
old regimen, admit that in those days 
life was not worth living. And yet 
even then there were exceptions. There 
were female chiefs, and (I am assured) 
priestesses besides; nice customs cur- 
teseyed to great dames, and in the 
most sacred enclosure of a High Place, 
Father Siméon Delwar was shown a 
stone, and told it was the throne of 
some well-decended lady. How ex- 
actly parallel is this with European 
practice when princesses were suffered 
to penetrate the strictest cloister, and 
women could rule over a land in which 
they were denied the control of their 
own children. 
But the tapu is more often the in- 
strument of wise and needful restric- 
tions. We have seen it as the orgab of 
paternal government. It serves be- 
sides to enforce, in the rare case of 
some one wishing to enforce them, 
rights of private property. Thus a 
man, weary of the coming and going of 
Marquesan visitors, tapus his door, and 
to this day you may see the palm- 
branch signal, even as our great-grand- 
fathers saw the peeled wand before a 
Highland inn. _Or take another case. 
Anaho is known as “the country with 
out popoi.’? The wood popoi serves in 
different islands to indicate the maiu 
food of the people; thus, in Hawaii, it 
implies aypreparation of taro; in the 
Marquesas, of breadfruit. And a 
‘Marquesan does not readily conceive 
lite possible without his favorite diet. 
A few years ago, a drought killed the 
breadfruit trees and the bananas in the 
district of Anaho; and from this calam- 
ties, and the open-banded customs of 
the island, a singular state of things 
arose. Well-watered Hatibeu had es- 
caped the drought; every householder of 
Anaho accordingly crossed the pass, 
chose some oue in Hatiheu, ‘gave him 
‘his name’’—an onerous gift, but one 
not to be rejected—and from this im- 
provised relative proceeded to draw 
his supplies, for all the world as though 
he had paid for them. Hence a con- 
tinued traffic on the road. Some stal- 
wart fellow in a loin-cloth, and glisten- 
ing with sweat, may be. seen at all 
hours of the day, a st.ck across his bare 
shoulders, tripping nervously under a 
.double burden of green fruits. And 
on the far side of the gap, a dozen 
stone posts on the wayside, in the 
shadow of a grove, mark the breathing 
place of the popoi carriers. A little 
back from the beach, and not half a 
a mile from Anabo,I was the more 
amazed to find acluster of well-doing 
breadfruits heavy with their barvest. 
“Why do you not take these?” I 
asked. “‘Tapu,” said Hoka; and I 
thought to myself (after the manner of 
dull travelers) what children and fools 
these people were to tuil over the 
mountain and despoil innocent neigh- 
bors when the staff of life was thus 
growing at their door. I was the more 
in error. In ihe general destruction 
these surviving trees were enough only 
for the tamily of the proprietor, and 
by the simple expedient of declaring a 
tapu he enforced bis right. 


: The sanction of the tapuis super~ 
stitious; apd the punishment of in- 
‘fraction either a wasting or a deadly 
sickness. A slow disease follows on 
the eating of tapu fish, and can only 
be cured with the bones of the aame 
fish burned with the due mysteries. 
The- cocoanut: and breadfruit tapu 
works more swiftly. Suppose you 
have eaten tapu fruit at the 
evening meal, at night your sleep 
will be uneasy; 1n the morning, 
swelling and a dark discoloration 
will have attacked your neck, whence ~ 
they spread upward to the face; and ia 
two days dnless the cure be interjected 
you must die, This cure is’ prepared 
from the rubbed leaves of the tree 
from which the patient gtole; so that 
he cannot be saved ‘without confessing 
to the kahuku the person whom he 
wronged. In the experience of my in- 
formant, almost no tapu had been put 
in use, except the two described; he 
bad thus no opportunity to leara the 
nature and operation of the others; 
and, asthe art of making them was 
jealously guarded among the old men, 
he believed ihe mystery would soon die 
out. I should add that he was no 
Marquesan, but a Chinaman, a resi- 
dent in the group from boyhood, and a 
reverent believer in the spelis which 
he described. White men, amoug 
whom Ah Foo included himself, were 
exempt, but he had a tale of a Tahitian 
woman who had come to the Marque- 
sas, eaten tapu fish, and, although unin- 
formed of her offence and dapger, had 
been afflicted and cured exactly like a 
native. 

Doubtless the belief is strong; doubt- 
less, with this weskly and fanciful 
race, it 18 in many cases strong 
enough to kill; it should be strong in- 
deed in those who tapu their trees se- 
cretly, so that they may detect a dep- 
redator by his sickness. Or, perhaps, 
we should. understand the idea of the 
hidden tapu otherwise, as a politic de- 
vice tospread uneasiness and extort 
confessions; so that, when a man is ail- 
ing, he shail ransack his brain for any 
possible offence, and send at once for 
uny proprietor whose rights he has in- 
vaded. you hidaen a tapu?”’ 
we may conceive him asking, and I 
cannot imagine the proprietor again 
saying it; and this is perhaps the 
strangest feature of the system—that 
itshould be regarded from without 
with such a mental and implicit awe, 
and. wheu examined from within, 
should present so many apparent evi- 
dences of design. 

} We read in Dr. Campbell’s Poenama 
of a New Zealand girl, who was fool- 
ishly told that she had eaten a tapu 
yam, and who instantly sickened and 
died in the two days of simple terror.

if it were not originaliy invented, ite 
details have’ plainly been arranged by 
the authorities of some Polynesian 
Scotland Yard. Fitly euough, the be- 
lief is today—and was probably always 
—far from universal. Hell at home is 
a strong deterrent with some; a passing 
thought with others; with others 
again, a theme of public mockery, noi 
always Well assured; and so, im the 
Marquesas, with the tapu. Mr. Reg- 
ler bas seen the two extremes of skep- 
ticism and implicit feur.. In the tapu 
grove he found one fellew stealing 
vreadfruit, cheerfuland impudent as 
a street arab; and it was’ only on gs 
menace of exposure that he showed 
himself the least discountenanced 
The other case was opposed in every 
point. Mr. Regler asked a native t« 
accompany bim upon a voyage; the 
man went gladiy enough, but suddenly 
perceiving a dead tapu fish in the bot 
tom of the boat, leaped back witb 4 
scream; nor could the promise of a 
dollar prevail upon him to do advance. 

The Marquesan, it will be observed, 
adheres to the old idea of the local cir- 
cumspection of beliefs and duties. Not 
only are the whites exempt from con- 
sequence; but their transgressions 
seem to be viewed without horror. It was 
Mr. Regler who had killed the fish; yet 
the devout native was not shocked at 
Mr. Regler—only refused to join bim 
in his boat. A white is a white; the 
servant (so to speak) of other and more 
liberal gods; and not to be blamed if 
he profit by his liberty, Tne Jews 
were perhaps the first to interrupt this 
ancient comity of faiths; and the Jew.

HOW IMMIGRANTS ARE TREATED 
IN BRAZIL.

Thousands Imported by the Govern- 
mentand Left to Starve—Seven 
Hundred Dying at 
Rio Grande.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—/By Cable and 
Associated Press.| M. Gazinski, cor- 
respondent of the Warsaw Courier, 
who has just returned from Brazil, 
declares that the Brazilian government 
threw obstacles in his way when he 
tried to elicit the truth concerning the 
emigration question. He says the 
Brazilian government decided some 
time ago to import 10,000,000 
emigrants, and the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Steamship Company 
has already landed 140,000 emigrants, 
receiving 300 marks each for them. 
The emigrants were not allowed to 
form colonies but were scattered in the 
forests in the interior and left to their 
\fate to die of hunger, fever or snake- 
bites, or be devoured by wild beasts. 

A few retraced their steps to Rio 
Janerio, begging their _suste- 
nance of planters, who exacted from 
them exorbitant services in return for 
scanty meals. At Rio Grande the 
correspondent found 700 emigrants in 
a dying condition huddled in a 
wooden chapel woile thousands were 
camping inthe streets of the cities 
through which he passed or in the 
forests.

SENATE AND ASSEMBLY 


The Port Bill Defeated—High Jinks 
In the Lower House. 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 11.—[{[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Campbells Port Bill 
was defeated in the Senate this morn- 
ing, all the San Francisco Senators 
voting against it—ayes, 14; noes 19.

Mary K., wife of Senator Jobn Hamill 
of San Francisco; also resolving to 
escort the remains of the deceased to 
the depot on their transportation to 
San Francisco. ‘The resolutions were 
entered on the journal. 

Mr. Bruner’s Police Bill, providing 
for increasing the force in cities of the 
first, second and fourth class, came 
back to the Senate this afternoon and 
was amended that cities of the third 
class can increase at the rate of one 
officer to the 1000 inhabitants. The 
Assembly will concur in this and the 
bill is therefore virtually passed. 

The Senate this afternoon considered 
Shanahan’s bill, repealing the act de- 
claring the the Kalmath River navi- 
gable. 

The Assembly this afternoon refused 
to reconsider the vote by which Shana- 
han’s resolution abolishing the Rail- 
road Commission was lost. 

Mr. Dibble’s constitutional amend- 
ment limiting public expenses was 
adopted.

Little boys who were 
wounded came out of places of refuge 
and as soon as they came in sighta 
number of soldiers surrounded and 
butchered them.

I do not 
want any statements that are not 
true, and I want anyone here that 
feels that .these statements are too 
strong to correct them.’’
